Erring churches should inaugurate an Open Door Policy 
lierculosis Day," says The Courier-Joamal.

The Churches aai Taberculosls 

la commencing edltorialy on the 
Dovament for the observance of "Tu- 
berculosis Day" in the churi hts ttirou- 
ghuut the state, the BreckenriUtre News 
oifsrs a valuable suggestion as fol- 
lows: 

*'Tbs first movs that some otthe min- 
isters ought to make about this grsat 
problsm is to ventilate the housss of 

worsliiii ill which tlu-y preach, or ses to 
it that it is properly done at evsry ser- 
vice. No iietter sermon could be prea- 
ched than lowering the windows at the 
top Half the tims during the wintsr 
month-, j inilors of inuny cliurchcsntvcr 
raise ;i window. The auditoriums and 
Sunday .school rooms should be tho- 
roughly aired as well as swept and 
dusted. Pure air, we think, is more 
vit.il tliaii cleanliness to a man's spirit- 
ual welfare. A dusty bench would not 
hinder a man from getting religion, 
kwt ia a church where the air is stale 
and atlfllng a man with religion 1* pret- 
ty apt to lose what little he has." 

Or. Woods Hutchinson, in some of 
his recent lecturers has remarked some- 
what sarcastically oa the "dim religi- 
ons light" of many of our churches 
wherein deadly germs hold high car- 
nival. With all the preaching and 
teaching about the importance of fresh 
air as an aid to human health, it is 
much to bs regretted that in many of 
the churches and public buildings tbere 



is no adequate ell'ort at ventiLitioii. 
People sit in poorly ventilated c.iurches 
and wonder why they become drowsy 
in tbe midst of an interesting discourss 
They do not understand why they have 
a headache oratirsd feeling every time 
they attend church. About nine times 
out of ten the drowsinsss, the headache 
and tbe tired feeling are the result of 
tbe impure air that isregillously kept 
in a luildinj.'. Most church janitors 
and many of the ministers and iom- 
municants as well, seem to have a holy 
horror of fresh air. 

It would be a good idea for churches 
which are errinj,- along this line to in- 
auyurats an opaa>door policy on "Tu- 
berculosis Day," and aee that it is 
maintained at all subsequent yather- 
ings, ret,'ardless of lime or season. It 
Will not avail much lh.it we build san- 
atoriuujs for coasumptivss if intelligsnt 
psopis are to go on vlelaklBg the fonda- 
mental rnlca of saBllatloa.-Oearier- 
Jouraal.
